There is 
a plethora of architectural styles here, all 
blended together and living comfortably next to 
each other. 

If someone wishes to use his lawn as a 
parking area, no one questions him. If a lawn 
isn’t kept up or the house needs painting, no 
one says much. But those people don’t get 
Beautification Committee awards, and every¬ 
one in town secretly wants a Beautification 
Committee award. 

People get steamed up about politics, the 
possibility of fires or floods. Some get steamed 
up about dogs running loose and depositing 
their little surprises on other people’s lawns. 

People get excited about the town’s Rose 
Float entry and they are deeply saddened 
when a beloved teacher or community leader 
dies. 

They are proud of their water — the 
natural supply — and they are proud of their 
“above the smog level” location.

Farewell to a teacher emeritus

Tuesday, May 19, 1984 

The day ended with an evening concert 
— young students from the elementary school 
band, orchestra and chorus performed in the 
Sierra Madre School auditorium. 

The day had begun with the death of 
one of their teachers. Miss Emily Jones. 

* ♦ * 

Young musicians are easy targets for 
negative criticism. They always do something 
wrong. 

They also do a lot right. They refresh 
a work-weary audience with their creative 
cooperation. They show off their new-found 
magic in the language of music. They prove to 
relatives and friends they can have good 
manners and look nice if they want to. 

Moreover, they display a healthy 
vulnerability which is, for adults, a sobering 
reminder of our obligations to their young 
lives. 

* * * 

Built in the 1930s, the Sierra Madre 
School auditorium holds a handsome stage. 
The thick curtain was drawn back tonight; 
Olympic banners decorated the walls; the 
stage’s footlights shone on girls in pink hair 
ribbons and black patent leather shoes and 
boys in pressed pants and tennis shoes with 
unbroken laces. 

The performance predictably included 
elementary-school favorites, such as the 


“Marine’s Hymn,” “1812 Overture” and 
“Yankee Doodle.” Less predictable was the 
inclusion of music from “Chariots of Fire” 

(a surprise to honor Principal Tom Clendenen) 
and a series of songs celebrating the 1984 
Summer Olympics. 

The scene probably duplicated concerts 
performed when these kids’ parents, 
grandparents — and Miss Jones — were 
children. 

• * * 

Miss Jones was what people call a 
“dedicated teacher.” Her life was devoted to 
her students. For years I’ve heard raves about 
Miss Jones — parents and kids adored her. 
You didn’t have to meet her to know she was 
a good teacher. Just listen to her students. 

Indeed, after a month in her class, my 
son confided to me, “You know. I’m even 
beginning to like school.” He was as 
incredulous as I. 

Delight was his when he discovered that 
this teacher wanted to listen to him talk .. . 
and talk. And if 8 to 2:15 was not enough 
time, she’d stay after school to continue her 
caring. 

Sierra Madre School has a spirit and staff 
that money cannot buy. Miss Jones was a 
major contributor. This community is a major 
beneficiary. 

Miss Jones gave even reluctant students a 
taste of the joy in learning. And some of 
them expressed that joy in a language that 
perhaps found its way to her tonight.
